The First State Bank of Stonewall 
was entered this morning at 2 o’clock 
by a band of robbers and the safe 
partly demolished and Me front of 
(the 
building damaged considerably 
by two explosicy* of nitro grycerine. 
(Dr. Sullivan bar, just driven in from 
the country when the reports sound­ 
ed and he gave the alarm. 
Cal Bolen, constable, and Young 
Cames, armed and ran to the scene 
and w’ere intercepted on (Main street 
by one of the (band. When ordered 
by the outlaw to stop Bolen open fire 
with a shot gun loaded with bird 
shot and Carnes fired with a pistol. 
The bandit retreated toward the bank 
and returned the fire. The officers 
* advanced continuing the firing and 
"wounded their man. He yelled to his 
pals inside to coma out, else they 
would be killed. The thieves then 
abandoned the building and togeth­ 
er retreated westward thence to the 
north to the Katy railroad 
where 
they took a course eastward. 
The safe was in the front of the 
I building and as a result of 
nitro 
glycerine shots the front of the build­ 
ing was almost demolished and Hie 
safe door within and without were 
blown open. The

suicide at the jail at 10:40 this fore­ 
noon by draining an ounce vial of 
a 
mixture 
of 
carbolic 
acid 
and 
iodine. A physician was called im­ 
mediately and has pulled Birdwell 
out of danger. 
iBirdwell’s desire to end his life 
came when be was told that Oscar 
Collins, a deputy sheriff of Roff, had 
arrived in Ada to take him to the 
state penitentiary. As soon as he 
heard of the officer’s purpose here, 
he produced the poison and drank 
It. 
The presence of the bottle of acid 
in the jail, according to the officers, 
is attributed to (B. <M. Cranford. Cran­ 
ford, who lived near Allen, occupied 
a cell in the county jail until taken 
o the penitentiary about a month 
ago. When Cranfleld entered the jail 
he was suffering from a throat af­ 
fliction and b ai in his possession the 
vial of carbolic acid and iodine mix­ 
ture which he applied externally to 
his throat. On his departure the bot­ 
tle was overlooked and soon after­ 
ward Birdwell occupied the cell. He 
took the bo .tie in charge and has 
had possession of it ever since. 
Birdwell was convicted two years 
ago for the murder of Jim Goodson 
near Beebe and was sentenced to 
serve eleven years in the peniten­ 
tiary. He was out on bond until Aug­ 
ust 19th, when he was placed in jail 
to await his transferring to IMcAles- 
er. 


The timely arrival of the phiyscians 
Drs. Runyan, Ligon and 
King, 
at 
least temporarily saved the prisoner’s 
life, but his recovery Is in any event 
not expec ed for a week. 


Herbert Angeiiy Dead. 


(Herbert NT. Angelly, 26 years old, 
second son of G. H. of Roff, lived 
at home with father. Took sick 23rd 
December passed away January I, 
1910. (Buried at Roff. 
(Herbert was a fine young man and 
popular wi h all his associates. 
He was first stricken with typhoid 
fever and when he was also taken 
with pneumonia, since he had not 
long before recovered from a serious 
spell of pneumonia; his vitality not­ 
withstanding 
his 
noble 
fight 
for 
life, was not sufficient to cope against 
such great odds. 


The News feels deep sorrow for the 
death of its young friend and sup­ 
porter. 
The people throughout a 
wide section will deeply sympathize 
with the young man’s family, since 
the father, Mr. Gus Angelly is wide­ 
ly known and generally beloved for 
the joyousness of disposition and the 
kindness of his heart.

Washington, Jan. 7.—The dismis­ 
sal today from the government ser­ 
vice of Chief Forester Gifford Pin- 
chot and his two subordinates, As­ 
sistant 'Forester (Price and Law Of­ 
ficer Shaw of the Forest Service, ap­ 
pears to make this a notable day in 
life history of the republican party. 
Quite 
incidental, though 
none the 
less significant, was the defeat ad­ 
ministered in the House this after­ 
noon to Speaker Cannon by the com­ 
bined efforts of the insurgent Repub­ 
licans and the Democrats over the 
appointing of the Ballinger investi­ 
gating committee. 
The day’s events are merely re­ 
garded as the formal opening of the 
contest 
between 
the 
progressive, 
sometimes called the Roosevelt, ele­ 
ment of the party and the conserva­ 
tives. 
To some, the events presage 
a split in the party- that will grow 
wider as the Balllnger-*Pinchot in­ 
vestigation 
proceeds, 
for 
the 
dis­ 
missal of Pinchot from the service 
eliminates Mr. Pinchot from the con­ 
troversy, and will enable the pro­ 
gressives to give to the investiga­ 
tion the appearance of a death strug­ 
gle for the preservation of the Roose- 
velt-Pinchot conservation 
policies.

Gifford 
Pinchois acknowledgment 
of the charges that he and his sub­ 
ordinates did aid in bringing to a 
head the charges against Secretary 
Ballinger in the matter of the Alas­ 
kan coal lands, and their dismissal 
from the service today, should go far 
toward centering the whole Ballinger 
investigation 
now 
on 
the 
charges 
against Mr. Ballinger in connection 
with the Alaskan cases. 
While the President’s letter to Mr. 
Pinchot does not announce the dis­ 
missal of his subordinates, such ac­ 
tion was decided upon at the all-day 
Cabinet session, which 
was large­ 
ly devoted to a discussion of the 
Pinchot case. It is stated on behalf 
of the President’s friends that it has 
also been decided “to clean out the 
whole Roosevelt nest in the Forestry 
Bureau/’ In this connection the Pin­ 
chot admirers point out rather glee­ 
fully that this is the first big skir- 
m;sh in the irrepressible conflict (be­ 
tween the people and the interests 
over the conservation and control 
of the Nation’s natural resources, to 
which Mr. Pinchot referred in his 
remarkable speech in New York two 
weeks ago. It can also be said that 
there is a certain feeling of satis­ 
faction in the camp of the ultracon­ 
servative Republicans over the fact 
that today's events seem to insure a 
permanent break between the Ad­ 
ministration and the Roosevelt ele­ 
ment within the Republican party. 
Cannon's Throne Rudely Jostled. 
While the President and Cabinet 
were deciding this afternoon to dis­ 
miss Chief Forester Pinchot and his 
two assistants, the President and 
Speaker Cannon were sent tumbling 
in common and humiliating defeat by 
a combination of progressive Repub­ 
licans and Democrats in the House 
by a vote of *149 to 146.
